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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


The  Borough  of  Margate  extends  over  an  area  of  2,961  acres, 
which  includes  468  acres  of  foreshore.  Situated  at  the  N.E. 
corner  of  Kent,  it  is  exposed  to  sea  breezes  from  all  quarters 
except  the  West.  The  estimated  population  for  the  purposes  of 
calculating  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate,  etc.,  is  28,240.  In 
my  opinion,  this  estimate  is  too  low,  and  should  be  at  least  32,000. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  population  during  the  height  of  the 
season  exceeds  100,000.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921, 
according  to  the  Census  figures,  was  5,159,  and  the  number  of 
families  or  separate  occupiers  5,888.  The  rateable  value  i.s 
£342,374,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  £1,415. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
Birth  Rate.  year  was  199  males  and  203  females,  total 

402,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Birth  Rate 

of  14.2  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
Death  Rate.  same  period  was  172  males  and  190  females, 

total  362,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  Death 
Rate  of  12.8  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the 
Infantile  Mortality,  age  of  one  year  was  13  males  and  9  females, 

total  22,  wdiich  is  equivalent  tO'  an  Infantile 
Death  Rate  of  54.7  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with  69  per 
1 ,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  above  figures  is  that  the 
Birth  Rate  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  and  that  the 
Death  Rate,  compared  with  the  figures  of  previous  years,  is  rather 
higher.  This  is  somewhat  balanced  by  the  very  low  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were; — Heart  Disease  (55), 
Malignant  Disease  (54),  Tuberculosis  (30),  Pneumonia  (17),  and 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (19). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  or  Puerperal 
Sepsis. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OE  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 


With  the  exception  of  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Hospitals.  there  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town  provided 

or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority,  The 
County  Council,  however,  send  patients  who  are  suffering  from 
surgical  tuberculosis  and  are  recommended  by  their  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  to  the  Victoria  Home,  and  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital.  The  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  has  accommodation 
for  266  patients  and  the  Victoria  Home  for  54,  Both  Hospitals 
are  situated  in  Canterbury  Road. 

The  Fever  Hospital  is  situated  at  Haine,  about  two  miles 
from  Margate,  and  is  provided  conjointly  by  the  Margate, 
Ramsgate,  Broadstairs  and  Isle  of  Thanet  (Rural)  Authorities. 
There  is  now  accommodation  for  about  93  patients.  Patients 
suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  can  now 
be  admitted  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  attendant. 

A  Small-pox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a  separate  site  adjoining 
the  above,  and  is  capable  of  accommodating  16  patients. 

The  Margate  Cottage  Hospital,  situated  in  Victoria  Road, 
is  entirely  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  has 
accommodation  for  30  patients.  The  Hospital  is  used  principally 
for  surgical  and  accident  cases.  Children  are  also  admitted,  and 
complicated  cases  of  midwifery. 

A  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  the  building  of  a  new  and 
much  larger  Hospital,  which  is  very  badly  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  town. 

There  is  no  institution  in  the  town  for  unmarried  mothers, 
but  patients  requiring  a  temporary  home  can  sometimes  be 
accommodated  at  Ramsgate. 

The  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  a  Motor 
Ambulance  Facilities.  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious 

cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  For  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases  a  Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  by 
the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  a  voluntary  body  which  does  most 
useful  and  creditable  work  in  the  town. 
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There  are  two  Clinics  in  the  town  provided 
Clinics.  by  the  Local  Authority,  viz.: — The  School 

Clinic  in  Victoria  Road,  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  in  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools, 
dental  treatment,  eyesight  testing,  and  for  operations  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids;  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  situated  in  St.  Peter’s  Footpath,  consisting  of  a  Lecture 
Room,  Consulting  Room,  Kitchen,  Weighing  Room  and  Nursery.

As  regards  general  nursing,  this  is  carried 
Professional  Nursing  out  by  a  voluntary  Association  which 
in  the  Home.  provides  two  nurses.  These  nurses  are 

available  for  any  patient  who  is  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  doctor  in  attendance.  No  payment  is  made  to 
the  Association  by  the  Local  Authority. 


There  are  four  Midwives  practising  in  the 
Midwives.  town,  two  Municipal  and  two  in  private 

practice.  The  salaries  of  the  Municipal 
Midwives  are  paid  by  the  Town  Council  and  the  fees  received  from 
their  patients  are  paid  back  into  the  Borough  Fund.  Taking  it 
all  the  year  round,  the  Midwives  practically  earn  their  salaries. 
I  would  like  it,  therefore,  to  be  specially  known  that  they  are 
very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayers  and  the  benefit  to  the  poor  people 
is  almost  incalculable.  The  Municipal  Midwives  occupy  their 
spare  time  in  ante-natal  visiting. 

The  Borough  Council  is  not  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  Midwives  Act.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  most 
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advisable  for  the  Council  to  apply  to  the  Kent  County  Council 
for  this  authority. 

The  chemical  work  for  the  Borough  is 
Chemical  Work.  carried  out  by  our  Public  Analyst,  Mr. 

Ernest  M.  Hawkins,  F.I.C.,  of  Canterbury.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  two 
Water.  pumping  stations,  the  property  of  the 

Margate  Corporation.  The  pumping 
stations  are  situated  at  Wingham,  about  14  miles  South-West  of 
Margate  and  about  half-way  between  Canterbury  and  Sandwich. 
The  water-shed  is  composed  of  a  layer  of  mould  overlying  the 
upper  chalk. 
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The  works  were  inaugurated  in  1903,  and  consist  of  two  deep 
wells  with  connecting  tunnels  in  the  chalk,  and  the  pumping 
stations  built  over  the  wells.  The  water  is  pumped  to  a  balanc¬ 
ing  reservoir  which  has  a  capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons,  at  Fleete, 
through  an  18  inch  pumping  main.  Outside  parishes  are  also 
supplied  from  the  same  source.  The  outside  area  extends  to  a 
distance  of  about  ten  miles  south-east  of  Canterbury,  and  in 
addition  Broadstairs  takes  supplementary  water  under  Agreement, 
vdiich  was  renewed  in  1923.  The  aforesaid  reservoir  takes  the 
surplus  water  not  used  en  route  or  in  Margate  during  pumping 
hours,  which  water  forms  the  night  supply  for  the  whole  of  the 
water  area. 

An  important  extension  of  the  pumping  plant  was  completed 
in  1920,  and  is  capable  of  delivering  3,500,000  to  4,000,000 
gallons  per  day. 

During  1924-1925,  an  additional  tunnel  was  driven  for  a 
length  of  3,150  feet,  the  total  length  of  the  tunnel  to  date  being 
6,750  feet,  the  total  dependable  quantity  of  water  obtainable 
during  years  of  average  rainfall  being  about  5,000,000  gallons 
per  day.  The  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  during  1927  was 
about  726,382,000,  or  a  daily  average  of  1,990,088,  while  the 
maximum  quantity  pumped  during  one  day  was  2,830,000,  the 
difference  between  the  average  and  the  maximum  quantities  being 
due  to  the  large  influx  of  visitors  at  the  height  of  the  Summer 
season. 

Since  1902  the  Corporation  have  expended  about  £200,000 
on  works  connected  with  the  water  supply. 

A  scheme  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  provision  of  an  additional  storage  reservoir  at  Fleete.  The 
reservoir  will  be  constructed  of  mass  concrete,  with  a  capacity 
of  2,000,000  gallons,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £25,000.  In  the 
near  future  a  further  large  expenditure  will  be  necessary  for  the 
purchase  of  one  thousand  acres  of  land  to  ensure  that  the  high 
standard  of  purity  of  the  Margate  water  supply  will  be 
maintained.  The  importance  of  a  pure  and  sufficient  water 
supply  in  a  health  resort  cannot  be  over  estimated,  and  the  latest 
examination  of  a  sample  of  water  taken  at  the  most  favourable 
time  of  the  year  for  surface  percolation  is  most  satisfactory.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  THE  MARGATE 

WATER. 

Taken  from  the  Wingliam  Pumping  Station,  on  the  15th 
February,  1928:  — 

The  water  was  clear  and  bright;  there  was  not  any 
obvious  suspended  matter,  and  there  was  not  any  visible 
sediment  after  the  residue  of  the  sample  had  stood  for  24 
hours. 

The  reaction  of  the  water,  with  litmus,  was  neutral,  the 
temperature  of  the  water  was  15°C.  at  the  time  when  the 
bacteriological  examination  was  commenced. 

Quantitative  Bacteriological  Examination  :  — 

O'ne  cubic  centimetre  of  the  water  contained,  on  an 
average,  10  bacteria,  which  were  capable  of  growth  on 
gelatin  plates  within  72  hours’  incubation  at  a  temperature 
of  22°C.  Two  cubic  centimetres  of  the  water,  added  to 
agar  plates  and  incubated  for  24  hours  at  37°C.,  yielded  the 
growth  of  a  single  organism  only. 

Qualitative  Bacteriological  Examination  :  — 

Sixty  cubic  centimetres  of  the  water,  specially  examined, 
did  not  show  the  presence  of  any  organisms  of  the  Colon 
Gronj),  nor  of  any  other  bacteria  whose  presence  would 
suggest  recent  surface  pollution.  The  organism  which  grew 
on  the  gelatin  plates  was  a  saprophytic  coccus. 

Conclusions :  — 

The  results  of  the  examination  were  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  showed  an  entire  absence  of  any  indication  of  organic 
surface  pollution.

The  original  drainage  scheme  was  carried, 
Drainage  and  out  in  the  year  1889.  This  scheme  barely 
Sewerage.  sufficed  until  about  1902,  when  it  became 

apparent  that  extensions  and  enlargements 
were  necessary,  and  since  that  date  large  main  and  intercepting 
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sewers  have  been  laid  down  to  deal  with  the  large  developments 
of  the  town. 

The  abolition  of  the  hydraulic  system  of  sewage  pumping, 
and  the  installation  of  the  gas  and  electrically  actuated  plant  has 
resulted  in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  annual  pumping  costs. 
Additional  electrically  operated  pumps,  capable  of  lifting  3,000 
gallons  per  minute,  have  been  installed.  The  town  is  drained 
partly  by  gravitation  and  partly  by  pumping  operations,  and  the 
sewage  is  discharged  into  deep  water  about  600  yards  from  the 
cliffs,  at  the  Eastern  extremity  of  the  town,  when  the  tide  is 
racing  out  to  the  North  Sea.  The  whole  of  Margate  sewage 
is  pumped  twice  per  day,  i.e.,  at  high  water  of  each  tide,  each 
pumping  period  being  of  about  one  hour’s  duration,  and  it  is 
physically  impossible  for  any  sewage  to  find  its  way  to  the  fore¬ 
shore.  At  the  outfall  works  the  whole  of  the  sewage  passes 
through  screens  of  very  small  mesh,  and  the  residual  screening 
matter  is  effectually  eliminated  by  special  machinery  invented  by. 
the  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  E.  A.  Borg,  so  that  for  all  practical 
purposes  the  effluent  that  is  discharged  into  the  sea  is  clear  liquid, 
and  in  this  respect  Margate  sewer  outfall  works  can  be  classed  as 
near  perfection  as  possible. 

The  water  carriage  system  has  been 
Closet  universal  in  the  Borough  for  many  years. 

Accommodation.  The  majority  of  the  pans  are  on  the  wash¬ 
down  principle.  There  are  a  few  cottages 
in  a  remote  part  of  the  district  which  are  using  pail  closets,  and 
in  the  future  it  is  proposed  to  lay  sewers  in  this  small  area,  and 
these  closets  will  be  converted  into  the  water  carriage  system  when 
the  drainage  is  available.  Every  year  considerable  lengths  of 
new  sewer  are  laid  down,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  whole  of  the  house  and  trade  refuse  of 

House  Refuse  the  town  is  burnt  at  the  Refuse  Destructor. 

Disposal.  In  some  parts  of  the  town  the  collection  is 

made  daily,  and  in  other  parts  twice  weekly 
and  three  times  weekly.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of 
horse-drawn  vehicles,  steam  waggons  and  trailers. 

The  Corporation  Refuse  Destructor,  which  was  erected  in 
1912,  is  situate  well  away  from  the  town  and,  consequently,  there 
is  no  cause  of  complaint.  Upon  arrival  at  the  Destructor  all 
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tins  are  sorted  out  and  pressed  in  a  power-driven  bailing  press, 
ready  for  transport  to  smelting  works.  The  refuse  is  then 
delivered  to  top  fed  furnaces  and  thoroughly  burnt  to  clinker, 
which  is  used  in  various  ways,  such  as  in  the  manufacture  of 
tar  macadam,  paving  slabs,  curb  stones,  disinfectant  powder, 
etc.  Electrical  power  is  generated  for  lighting  the  destructor 
buildings  and  driving  machinery,  and  steam  for  driving  the 
necessary  engines  and  plant,  and  as  far  as  the  house  refuse 
disposal  goes,  Margate  stands  pre-eminent. 

With  reference  to  baths,  the  Council  have 
Baths.  erected  a  bathing  establishment  in  Victoria 

Road,  provided  with  47  slipper  baths  for 
males  and  females.  This  is  a  most  progressive  step  and  ought 
to  be  very  much  appreciated  by  the  general  public.  The  baths 
are  open  daily  from  2  p.m.  to  9  p.m.,  on  Saturdays  from  8  a.m. 
to  9  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  the  charge 
for  a  bath,  including  towel,  being  6d.  It  is  not  considered 
necessary  to  erect  electrical  or  medicated  baths,  as  these  can 
already  be  obtained  at  different  Institutions  in  the  town. 

Particular  mention  might  be  made  of  the  Hydro,  which  has 
lately  been  opened  with  a  complete  installation  of  modern 
Turkish,  Russian  and  Hydro  Electric  Baths,  which  gives 
practically  every  form  of  bath  or  electrical  treatment  hitherto 
only  obtainable  at  the  recognized  spas.  All  operators  are  fully 
qualified  and  carry  out  efficiently  all  prescriptions  of  the  patients’ 
medical  adviser.  No  resident  doctor  is  kept,  but  the  establish¬ 
ment  is  at  the  disposal  of  any  member  of  the  medical  profession. 

An  establishment  of  this  nature  will,  I  am  sure,  be  a  great 
attraction  to  visitors  and  add  to  the  prosperity  of  the  town. 

The  housing  problem  has  been  relieved  to  a 
Housing.  certain  extent  by  the  completion  of  150 

houses  on  the  Dane  Valley  Estate,  and 
during  the  year  117  houses  have  been  occupied. 

The  total  number  of  liouses  erected  by  the  Corporation  since 
1920  is  356.  This  includes  80  houses  on  the  Connaught  Estate, 
56  on  the  Addiscombe  Estate,  70  on  the  Garlinge  Estate,  and 
150  on  the  Dane  Valley  Estate. 
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The  majority  of  the  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were 
of  the  villa  type  and  unsuitable  for  occupation  by  the  working 
classes  owing  tO'  prohibitive  rents.  There  are  still  a  number 
of  families  living  in  sub-let  rooms  in  small  houses,  and  this 
problem  is  aggravated  by  the  number  of  seasonal  workers  who 
come  into  the  town  in  connection  with  the  catering  trade,  and 
afterwards  remain  here,  with  the  result  that  there  are  still  a 
large  number  of  families  requiring  houses.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  in  five  instances 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  results  of  the  proceedings  were  as  follows :  — 

Case  against  the  Vendor  of  a  sample  of  Milk  (No.  113)  taken 
in  December,  1926,  and  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent 
of  18%.  This  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Case  against  the  Vendor  of  a  sample  of  Milk  (No.  116),  taken 
in  December,  1926,  and  found  to  contain  22%  of  added  water. 
Defendant  was  fined  <£10  or  41  days.  An  application  was  also 
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made  to  tlie  Court  for  the  removal  of  defendant’s  name  from  the 
registed  of  milk  purveyors.  This  was  granted. 

Cases  against  the  Vendor  and  Roundsman  of  a  sample  of 
Milk  (No.  34)  which  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent 
of  15%  and  to  contain  18%  of  added  water.  The  case  against  the 
Vendor  was  dismissed,  and  the  Roundsman  was  fined  £2. 

The  Vendor  of  a  sample  of  Milk  (No.  70)  vdiich  was  deficient 
in  fat  to  the  extent  of  13.7%  was  fined  £2.

The  vessels  entering  the  Harbour  consist  of  barges  or  small 
steamers,  which  carry  cargo,  chiefly  of  coal,  granite  and  building 
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materials.  There  is  no  food  brought  into  the  Port.  The  vessels 
remain  in  the  Harbour  for  only  a  short  period  and  in  some  cases 
leave  the  day  after  arrival.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
notices  during  the  year.  All  the  ships  inspected  were  found  to 
be  maintained  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  state.

A  considerable  number  of  underground 

Underground  Sleeping  rooms  are  used  for  sleeping  purposes  during 
Rooms.  the  Summer  months  only. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible 
Rats  and  Mice  for  the  administration  of  this  Act.  A 
Destruction  Act,  1919.  considerable  amount  of  work  was  carried 

out  during  the  year  and  concerted  action 
was  taken  during  the  National  Rat  Week  for  the  extermination 
of  rats,  advice  and  assistance  was  given  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
destroying  rats,  and  approved  poisons  and  baits  were  supplied  by 
the  Dej^artment  at  cost  price. 
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The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  being  re- 
Storage  and  Removal  organized  and  a  special  Sub-Committee  was 
of  Refuse.  appointed  to  consider  the  best  means  to  be 

adopted.  All  refuse,  where  practicable,  is  collected  from  the 
back  gardens  or  premises  in  order  to  obviate  the  unsightly  bins 
being  deposited  on  the  front  pavements.  Considerable  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  inducing  the  ratepayers  to  provide  proper 
sanitary  dustbins,  and  it  is  still  more  difficult  to  get  the  householders 
to  keep  their  bins  in  a  satisfactory  and  clean  condition.  Nothing 
is  more  detrimental  to  a  Health  Resort  than  to  see  battered  tins 
and  boxes  left  on  the  pavement  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  and  a 
considerable  part  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is  taken  up  in  effecting 
an  improvement  in  this  matter. 

The  places  of  entertainment  have  been 
Sanitary  Condition  of  periodically  inspected,  and  these,  generally 
Theatres,  Music  Halls,  speaking,  have  been  found  to  be  maintained 
Cinemas,  etc.  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  In  a  few  cases, 

however,  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the 
Managers’  attention  to  various  small  defects,  and  these  were  at 
once  rectified. 


The  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Town  Yard, 
Mortuary.  adjoining  the  Gas  Works,  in  King  Street. 

The  situation  is  not  an  ideal  one,  and,  in 
my  opinion,  the  Corporation  ought  to  take  into  consideration  the 
provision  of  an  up-to-date  Mortuary  in  a  more  suitable  position 
in  the  town. 

This  matter  has  been  considered  on  one  or  two  occasions  by 
the  Health  Committee,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  a  site  suit¬ 
able  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  16  bodies  were  placed  in  the  Mortuary. 

The  provision  of  a  public  Abattoir  has 
Abattoir.  received  consideration  by  many  members  of 

the  Council,  and  the  matter  has  also  been 
before  the  Health  Committee,  and  is  still  receiving  their  attention. 
There  are  fourteen  private  Slaughter-Houses  situated  in  different 
parts  of  the  town,  and  although  these  leave  much  to  be  desired 
with  regard  to  structural  requirements  and  also  their  close 
proximity  to  dwelling  houses,  the  Slaughter-Houses  have  been 
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maintained  in  accordance  with  the  present  bye-laws,  and  every 
facility  has  been  given  by  the  butchers  with  regard  to  the 
inspection  and  notification  of  slaughtering.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  a  Public  Abattoir  has  many  advantages  over  private 
Slaughter-Houses, 


A  demonstration  was  given  in  one  of  the 
Humane  Slaughtering.  Slaughter-Houses  by  the  Royal  Society  for 

the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  on 
the  humane  slaughtering  of  animals  by  the  “  Cash  ”  Captive  Bolt 
Pistol.  Members  of  the  ‘‘  trade  ’’  were  present  and  also  several 
members  of  the  Health  Committee.  As  a  result  of  the 
deinonstration  one  of  the  principal  butchers  in  the  town  is  using 
the  apparatus,  and  he  has  informed  me  that  he  is  perfectly 
satisfied  with  it,  and  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  meat  are  in  no 
way  affected. 


The  Sanitary  Inspectress  visits  each  School  every  week  and 
reports  to  me  any  nuisance,  uncleanliness,  or  defect  in  the  sanitary 
conditions.  Sufficient  lavatory  basins  and  towels  are  provided  at 
all  the  Schools,  with  a  copious  supply  of  water  for  washing  and 
drinkhig  purposes.  Children  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease 
are  notified  to  me  by  the  Head  Teacher  or  School  Attendance 
Officer.  They  are  excluded  from  School  for  the  prescribed  period 
(cf.  Memorandum  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion  from  School, 
1925);  contacts  are  also  excluded.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPEE  VISION  OF  FOOD. 

There  are  ten  farms  and  cowsheds  in  the 
Milk  Supply.  Borough.  These,  with  one  exception,  have 

been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and 
several  structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  to  comply  with 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  Inspections  are  carried  out 
at  milking  times  to  ensure  that  the  Order  is  complied  with. 
During  the  year  a  model  cowshed  and  dairy  has  been  constructed 
in  connection  with  an  Institution  and  all  the  latest  improvements 
have  been  incorporated  in  its  construction. 

A  certain  amount  of  difficulty  is  experienced  with  regard  to 
alterations  of  existing  cowsheds  owing  to  farms  being  gradually 
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absorbed  for  building  purposes,  and  every  year  the  number 
becomes  less. 

The  dairies  in  the  town  were  systematically  inspected  and 
various  alterations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners  to  improve 
their  premises.  Several  general  shops,  which  formerly  sold  milk, 
have  now  discontinued  the  sale  of  milk,  or  are  selling  it  in  sealed 
bottles. 


During  the  year  the  following  licences  for 
Designated  Milk.  the  sale  of  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special 

Designations)  O'rder,  1923,  were  granted, 
viz.:  Four  Certified,”  four  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
two  “  Pasteurized,”  and  one  Supplementary  Licence  for  the  sale 
of  Pasteurized  Milk. 

There  were  no  refusals  or  revocations  of  licences  during  the 
year.

Meat.  spectors  are  both  qualified  Meat  Inspectors, 

and  all  slaughter  houses  are  regularly 
visited  while  killing  is  in  progress.  This  results  in  a  large  amount 
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of  time  being  given  to  this  work  owing  to  the  slaughter  houses 
being  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  All  the  butchers’ 
shops  are  inspected  at  intervals  and  have  been  found  to  be  kept 
satisfactory. 

All  provisions  shops  and  stores  are  inspected,  which  has 
resulted  in  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  being  maintained. 

Hotel  and  restaurant  kitchens  are  inpected  during  the 
season,  and  also  ice  cream  premises  are  kept  under  observation.

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In  addition  to  the  above  4  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were 
examined  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Laboratory. 

It  will  be  noted  that  during  1927,  296  swabs  were  taken  in 
respect  of  diphtheria,  so  that  evidently  a  pretty  good  search  was 
made  to  detect  and  isolate  “  carriers.” 

Return  cases  are  very  infrequent,  as  no  patient  is  allowed 
out  of  Hospital  until  two  negative  swabs  (taken  at  a  week’s 
interval)  are  obtained.  Children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  are  examined  before  returning  to  school. 

So  far  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  Schick 
and  Dick  tests  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 

We  have  had  no  cases  of  Small  Pox  in  the  area,  and  no 
primary  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  made  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 

We  have  had  no  cases  of  Malaria,  Dysentry  or  Trench  Fever. 


We  have  had  quite  an  unusual  number  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  among  the  children 

attending  St.  James’  School,  Garlinge, 
during  the  autumn.  Undoubtedly  the  trouble  arose  during  the 
summer  holidays,  when  there  must  have  been  some  “  missed  ” 
cases,  and  the  children,  when  the  School  term  commenced, 
returned  in  an  infectious  state.  Every  effort  was  made  to  check 
the  epidemic  by  visiting  the  School  every  day  and  examining  the 
children,  also  by  visiting  the  homes  of  the  children  who  were 
absent.  This  did  not  prove  effective,  and  it  was  eventually 
decided  to  close  the  School  for  two  weeks.  Opportunity  was 
then  taken  to  thoroughly  disinfect  the  School  with  formalin 
sprays  and  vapour.  Pens  and  pencils  were  soaked  in  formalin 
solution,  books  spread  out  in  the  open,  etc.,  in  short,  a  very 
thorough  ‘‘  spring  cleaning.”  It  may  be  a  coincidence,  but  we 
have  not  had  a  single  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  among  the  children 
attending  the  School  since  the  date  of  re-opening.  The  number 
of  cases  notified  and  removed  to  Plospital  was  29. 

Contacts  are  excluded  from  school  and  the  premises  are  dis¬ 
infected  in  every  case.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  anti-toxin  is 
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administered  to  all  contacts  where  it  is  considered  necessary. 
This  is  provided  free  of  cost  in  necessitous  cases,  and  anti-toxin 
is  administered  to  every  patient  immediately  upon  entering  the 
Hospital. 

Altogether  there  were  83  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  and 
54  cases  of  Diphtheria.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  35  cases 
of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  Institutions  in  the  town  and  12  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever. 


Otily  five  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were 
Enteric  Fever.  notified,  and  these  were  of  a  very  mild 

type. 


Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  etc.,  are  notified  to  me  by  the  parents  and  school 
teachers.  These  cases  are  visited,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectress  or  myself,  and  if  a  doctor  is  not  in 
attendance,  advice  is  given  as  to  the  care  of  the  patient,  isolation; 
etc.  Contacts  are  excluded  from  School  according  to  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

There  were  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

A  Cleansing  Station  is  situated  in  the  Town  Yard,  adjoining 
the  Disinfecting  Station,  and  is  available  for  the  disinfecting 
and  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  relating  to  the 
Meteorological  O'bservations  at  Margate  during  1927. 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  year  1927  were  the  excessive 
rains  throughout  the  country  and  lack  of  sunshine  during  the 
summer  months.  In  fact,  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  to  1879  to 
find  a  year  so  remarkable  for  bad  climatic  conditions.  This 
applies  in  a  measure  to  Margate  as  regards  the  rainfall,  but  the 
hours  of  sunshine  during  the  months  May  to  September  were 
very  little  below  the  average  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The 
deviation  from  normal  for  the  year  was  +140  mm.  of  rain,  but 
sunshine  was  only  — 0.06  hours  per  day. 

January  on  the  whole  was  rather  mild,  with  a  cold  spell  for 
the  second  week,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days  of  fog, 
February  calls  for  no  comment.  March  had  a  normal  tem¬ 
perature,  with  sunshine  slightly  above  the  average.  April  was 
rather  unsettled  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  but  the  last  two 
weeks  were  sunny.  May  was  particularly  fine,  with  very  little 
rain  and  over  282  hours  of  sunshine,  the  highest  of  any  health 
resort  in  England.  June  was  fairly  fine  and  dry  until  the  last 
week,  with  thunderstorms  from  -  the  27th  to  30th.  July  was 
wet,  with  a  heavy  thunderstorm  on  the  night  of  the  7th,  when 
over  50  mm.  of  rain  fell,  the  total  for  the  month  being  mucli 
above  the  normal.  Although  the  sunshine  was  below  normal, 
Margate  again  had  the  highest  average  for  health  resorts  in 
England,  with  14.8  hours  on  the  10th,  the  highest  for  the  year, 
August  and  September  were  disappointing,  being  wet  and  un¬ 
settled.  In  August,  however,  only  one  day  was  entirely  sunless. 
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and  two  days  in  September,  altliougli  below  normal.  October 
was  rather  mild,  with  rain  below  and  sunshine  above  normal, 
with  gales  on  the  23rd  and  28th.  November  was  mild  except 
for  a  wintry  spell  about  the  7th  and  fog  during  the  last  few  days. 
December  was  cold,  with  heavy  snowfalls  on  the  16th  and  17th, 
amounting  to  a  depth  of  6  inches  with  a  low  temperature,  the 
year  finishing  with  gales. 

A  separate  table  is  attached  showing  the  hours  of  sunshine 
at  various  health  resorts,  and  although  1927  will  be  considered 
a  dull  year,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  actual  hours  of  sun¬ 
shine  exceeded  1925  and  1926,  and  that  only  one  station  in 
England  (neglecting  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  Channel  Islands  as 
a  whole)  registered  more  sunshine  than  Margate.  The  com¬ 
parative  table  of  the  annual  rainfall  is  also  interesting,  Margate 
comparing  most  favourably  with  other  stations. 

As  usual,  the  prevailing  wind  during  the  autumn  was 
westerly. 

The  Station  was  inspected  on  March  14th,  and  found  to  be 
ii:  good  condition. 

I  was  appointed  on  July  1st,  and  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  appointment.  My 
thanks  are  also  due  to  my  predecessor,  Mr.  C.  J.  Pemble,  for 
his  kind  instructions  when  handing  over,  and  to  the  Messrs. 
Cleveland,  of  the  St.  George’s  Hotel,  for  their  courtesy  at  all 
times.
